MEMORANDUM FOR MR. ROSTOW 

In the course of a long reflective chat with me this 
afternoon, General Wheeler made the following points: 

-- The only thing that makes me uneasy about the 
negotiation is the President's obvious uneasiness. If he's 
uneasy, I'm uneasy, even though the President himself may 
not know why he is uneasy. 

-- I hope he is not uneasy about JCS support. We have 
backed him fully; none of us will cut out and run if things 
should turn out badly; we will acknowledge responsibility 
for our recommendation if it doesn't work out right.
